Note:  The  following  series  of  medals  is  interestingly  and  accurately 
described  in  a pamphlet  privately  printed  and  issued  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
Betts  in  1907.  Most  students  of  history  are  familiar  with  this  gigantic 
financial  scheme  originated  by  John  Law  and  known  as  the  Mississippi 
System.  The  wild  speculation  and  rise  in  the  shares  of  this  Company 
all  but  bankrupted  France.  The  following  medals  are  of  a satirical 
character  and  of  German  origin.  They  are  all  extremely  rare  and  few 
collectors  of  medals  are  able  to  procure  them.  The  numbers  given  refer 
to  Mr.  Betts’s  work.
